.ney, suddenly 
Interrupted 
the pro- 


ceedings to present a letter just re- 


^ celved by him und signed "Jean Le- 
• fevre." in which 
the 
writer stated 


that he wished to confess participation 
in the murders of which Mme. Stein- 
hell is accused. 


The •writer, the attorney said, had 


stated that he had been overcome by 
remorse. 
Immediately after reading 


the letter thq attorney suddenly und 
dramatically 
introduced the 
writer, 


who. 
in the meantime, had made his 


way through tho crowd to a place be- 
fcldo M. Aubln. The newcomer proved 
to be a man of about 21 years of age. 
Amid the greatest excitement he de- 
manded a hearing. 
Refusing to reply 


lo the preliminary inquiries as to his 
profession and domicile, the young 
man shouted that he had been an ac- 
complice 
In 
the 
assassination 
of 


Adolphe Steinheil and Mme. Japy. 


Lefevre's Confession. 


As tho audience, hushed into silence 


In their, eagerness to hear what he hac 
to say, Jean Lefevre continued: 


"I was an accomplice in the assas- 


sinations at the home of Mme, Stein- 
heil. Filled with remorse I wish now 
to, confess my part in the crimes, 
•was disguised as a woman and woro 
a wig of red hair. My accomplices 
•wore long cloaks. 
We committed the 


murders and then escaped to the for- 
est at 
Mount 
Morency, where' wt, 


burned our disguises." 
The volun- 


' tary--prisoner said that after destroy- 


ing the immediate evidence of thitfr 
crime they escaped from Prance, go- 
ing abroad. 
One of his friends had 


since dlsd, . he . said. • Mane-.-Stekihei 
confronted Lefevre, but said that she 
was unable to recognize him as one 
of the murderers whom she had de- 
scribed.

Joe picked the more choice morsels 


from the meat-furnished by the police 
and fed them to Sam, and'then, with 
his arm around the shoulder of the 
latter, told his story. 


Tolls His Story. 


"We lived in New Orleans," he said. 


"Dad died seven years ago and'' our 
mother, working night and day to feed 
us and get medicine for little Sam, 
who was sickly, wore herself out an«.l 
she, was buried, too. It was up to me 
to take. care of Sum. 
I sold papers 


and did odd jobs, but medicine did not 
help Sam much and four years agoUie 
went blind. We managed to .save a 
few dollars, but I got sick, too, and 
when I crawled out again I couldn't 
get a job again, and we concluded 
may be chances would be better • In 
Chicago. 


"We had three dollars left when we 


started four days ago. I led Sam into 
the switch yards at New Orleans and 
we climbed into a box car.

phis the other night a tramp carne 
Into our car and we were afraid, but 
Sam being blind I could not figure on 
changing trains.

Washington, Nov. 4.—Some day tho 
teddy Increase of poulatlon in. the 
United States is bound to overtax the 
ibillty of the farmer to provide for Its 
ustenance;' but that day Is very re- 
mote, according to Secretary .Wilson, 


the agricultural departmeiitj nor 


vill it be necessary in the immediate 
uture to import grain for bread, not- 
vithstan.1ing.the doleful predictions of 
some publicists. 
Everything depends 


upon, the disposition .of-'the American 
farmer to make the most of the re- 
sources of'his land, and to improve, his 
methods of agriculture in accordance 
with the needs of the-people. 


The secretary is in 
an 
optimistic 


mood just now, and he points to the 
Igures of the crop production showing 
ihat the value of the American farm- 
ers' output for one single year ag- 
gregated the enormous total ot saven 
and a quarter 
billion dollars. 
That 


was for the calendar year, 190S, but 
the secretary was confident that hav- 
ing in mind the higher prices of the 
present, the total for this year would 
certainly be''a's large or perhaps larg- 


The prospect for a great increase 


in the production of- wheat is excellent 
in the opinion of Secretary Wilson and 
for two reasons, first, .the. greatly en- 
hanced market value of that staple 
would 
surely 
tempt the American 


farmers to plant more wheat, and sec- 
ond, 
thanks to the discovery of the 


possibility of growing Durum wheat 
In n. large part of the country hitherto 
regarded as unavailable, there would 
be a great addition to the total of the 
annual crop. 


Last year no less than sixty million 


bushels of Durum wheat .was grown 
in the United States and Dr. Galloway 
who is making a special study of thfc 
possibilities of this new grain, sec- 
onded the secretary's hopeful view of 
the situation by interjecting the re- 
mark that at twenty-one stations in 
the west investigators were ascertain- 
ing the conditions best adapted to its 
growth.

"But I think you will agree with me. 


that that is not the best way to get , 
rid of the limitntions that "interfere.

The people should be 


told of the limitations, they should1 ba 
aroused to-the necessity of wiping out 
these limitations and to the necessity 
of a change. They should not leave it 
to the-execLtive to disregard the writ- 
ten law because what he proposes to 
do is the law of higher morality.

bank, sets forth at the outset' that the 
opinion of the cmirt In Its decision 
upholding the verdict of "guilty" from 
the court below was based "upon a 
misconception 
of the case and the 


rules of law applicable." 


What the Petition Submits. 


The petition submits: 
"In the case at bar, plaintiff in error 


was placed upon trial before a single 
Jury upon an Indictment containing 
150 counts each upon Its face, pur- 
porting to charge distinct delictum 
or offense. 
In addition thereto the 


trial court admitted evidence of hun- 
dreds of other transactions and other 
matters not part, of the transactions 
counted upon, but admitted upon the 
question of Intent or other theory. 


"It Is 
respectfully 
submitted that 


both the trial court in its rulings and 
conduct of the case and this court In 
passing upon the same have over- 
looked the principle which was stat- 
ed and declared to be fundamental by 
the supreme court In Pointer xs. Unit- 
ed States, 151 United States, 356-403. 
that 'the court must not permit the 
defendant to he ambarrassecl In his 
defense by a multiplicity of charges 
embraced in one indictment and to be 
tried by one jury.'" 


Based upon this the petitioners sug- 


gest "that the number of'charges or 
transactions whih may be Included in 
the trial of a criminal case before a 
single jury without error, Is limited, 
and not unlimited," 
and 
that the 


"number, when the matter is left to 
the court's discretion, may be so great 
as to be beyond any discretion of ths 
court and 
positively forbidden, be- 


cause obviously fraught with injustice 
or with a too dangerous probability of 
injustice." 


The petitioners ask the court to re- 


consider the following points of er- 
ror: 


The assignments of error based up- 


on the repugnancy in the verdict and 
judgment because by the verdict and 
judgment "plaintiff 
in 
error stands 


convicted twice and more for a single 
offense, contrary to law, and in viola- 
tion of constitutional rights of per- 
son," the assignments of error based 
upon the charge and action of the 
court in submitting to the jury counts 
wore unsupported and disproved by 
the evidence and the Issues thereon, 
and assignments of error for the ad- 
mission in evidence "of a multiplicity 
of transactions and matters not apart 
of or involved in the transactions cov- 
ered by the counts."
